J’ai  rhonneur  de  vous  presenter  le  Rapport 
cle  rinspection  Medicale  pour  1’annee  1911. 


D  apres  le  recensement  qui  a  eu  lieu  pendant  Population. 
I’annee  nous  voyons  que  le  nombre  des 
habitants  de  Jersey  est  actuellement  51,903 
soit  en  diminution  de  673  sur  le  chiffre  donne 
par  le  recensement  de  1901. 

Le  nombre  des  homines  est  24,022  et  celui 
des  femmes  27,881,  soit  tine  difference  de  3,859 
en  fa  vein  du  sexe  feminin. 


Dans  la  paroisse  de  St.-Helier  nous  avions 
27,985  habitants  en  1901,  il  y  en  a  27,615  en 
1911,  soit  une  difference  de  370  qui  est  a  pen 
pres  proportionnelle  a  la  diminution  subie  pour 
bile  entiere.

Les  manages,  dont  ]a  moyenne  pour  les  dix 
d’ernieres  annees  est  4J2  ne  varient  guere 
d’une  annee  a  l’autre  ;  les  naissances  (moyenne 
1,050)  apres  avoir  diminue  vers  1907,  sem blent 
augmenter  depuis  ;  et  enfin  les  deces  tres 
variables  d’une  annee  a  l’autre  donnent  nne 
moyenne  de  869  par  an. 

Si  nous  additionnons  le  chiffre  de  naissances 
survenues  entre  les  deux  periodes  de  recense- 
ment  nous  avons  un  total  de  10,503,  et  de  meme 
pour  le  deces  nous  avons  8,690,  il  semblerait 
done  en  faisant  une  simple  soustraction,  que 
par  suite  de  l’exces  des  naissances  sur  les  deces, 
la  population  aurait  du  augmenter  de  1,913 
habitants  depuis  l’annee  1902,  tandis  qu’au 
contraire  nous  avons  une  diminution  de  673. 
C’est  done  qu’au  total  2,5&6  personnes  out 
quitte  l’lle  durant  ces  dix  annees  ;  1’emigration 
de  nombreux  Jersiais  en  Amerique  ou  ailleurs 
et  la  rentree  en  Angleterre  de  families  anglaises 
qui  n’avaient  ete  que  des  residents  de  passage 
sont  les  principals  causes  de  cette  legere 
depopulation.

La  paroisse  de  Ste.-Marie  n’a  pas  eu  un  seul 
cas  de  maladie  epidemique  pendant  l’annee,  et 
de  meme,  les  quatre  paroisses  du  Nord-Est  de 
de  rile,  Trinite,  Ste.-Marie,  St.-Jean  et  St.-Ouen, 
qni  representent  nne  population  de  plus  de 
;  0,500  habitants,  n’ont  donne  en  tout  que  21 

cas  de  maladies  notifiables. 

Nous  passons  maintenant  a  l’examen  de 
chaque  maladie  en  particulier. 

Typhoide.  Nous  notons  avec  grand  plaisir  la  diminution 
de  cette  maladie,  20  cas  en  1910,  16  cas  en 
1911,  et  surtout  Labsence  de  deces  pendant  le 
cours  de  la  derniere  annee. 

Comme  toujours  le  plus  grand  nombre  des 
cas  (9)  provient  de  la  ville. 

Trois  cas  sur  16  ne  sont  pas  attribuables 
a  Jersey,  deux  venaient  de  France  et  un 
d’Angleterre. 

Nous  pensons  que  l’interdiction  de  l’importa- 
tion  de  coquillages  nuisibles  a  ete  un  des 
principaux  facteurs  dans  la  diminution  de  la 
fievre  typhoide  a  Jersey  depuis  deux  ans. 

Mais  en  tout  cas  nous  pouvons  certainement 
attribuer  la  decroissance  reguliere  de  cette 
maladie  evitable  a  la  surveillance  et  aux  efforts 
constants  de  votre  Comite  pour  assurer  la 
meilleure  sanitation  de  Jersey. 

Voici  le  nombre  des  cas  de  typhoide  notifies 
pendant  les  sept  dernieres  annees  :

Comme  vous  le  voyez,  il  n’y  a  pas  ici  une 
simple  oscillation  mornentanee  comme  a  la 
suite  d’une  brusque  epidemie,  l’amelioration 
est  reguliere  et  nous  esperons  qu’elle  sera 
continue. 
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La  Diphterie  a  donne  31  cas  dont  21  dans  la  Diphterie. 
paroisse  de  St.-Helier  ;  la  maladie  s’est  etendue 
sur  presque  tons  les  mois  de  l’annee  avec  nn 
maximum  en  Novembre. 

Lous  avons  malheureusement  a  noter  4  deces, 
chiffre  tres  superieur  a  la  normale. 

La  Scarlatine  qui  a  donne  3  fois  plus  de  cas  Scarlatine. 
que  durant  1  annee  precedence  a,  comme  je  Lai 
deja  dit,  succede  pour  ainsi  dire  a  la  Rougeole. 

Nous  n’avions  eu  que  4  cas  pendant  les  six 
premiers  mois  de  1911  puis  en  fin  Juillet  la 
Scarlatine  reparait  et  donne  64  cas  en  5  mois  ; 
heureusement  nous  n  avons  eu  a  enregistrer 
aucun  deces. 

II  y  eut  en  Octobre  et  Novembre  une 
veritable  epidemie  de  Scarlatine  a  Gorey 
et  dans  ses  environs  immediats  ;  trente-huit 
cas  en  tout.  La  maladie  tres  benigne  au  debut 
n’avait  pas  eveille  l’attention  des  families  et 
par  suite  jes  mesures  efficaces  de  traitement  et 
suitout  d  isolation  laisserent  beaucoup  a  desirer. 

Notre  Comite  comprenant  la  gravite  de  la 
situation  decida  le  28  Octobre  que  lTnspecteur 
Medical  devait  visiter  les  cas  notifies  pour 
s  assurer  queles  precautions  necessaires  seraient 
prises.  Une  vingtaine  de  malades  furent 
tiansportes  a  Westmount,”  les  ecoles  furent 
fermees,  les  reunions  publiques  suspendues  et 
L epidemie  locale  fut  bientot  arretee,  elle  avait 
dure  du  18  Octobre  au  5  Decembre. 

Notons  pour  memoire  qu'un  pere  de  famille 
refusa  a  1  Inspecteur  Medical  de  penetrer  dans 
sa  maisonpour  verifier  les  conditions  d’isolation 
de  son  fils  atteint  de  la  Scarlatine.  Cet  homme 
presente  devant  la  Cour  Royale  par  le  Procureur 
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General  fut  condamne  a  une  amende  de  dix 
chelins. 

Rougeole.  La  Rougeole  a  sevi  a  Jersey  pendant  les 
sept  premiers  mois  de  l’annee,  debutant  par  17 
cas  en  Janvier,  elle  atteignit  son  maximum  en 
Avril  avec  238  cas  et  disparut  en  J uillet ;  tontes 
les  mesures  preventives,  fermeture  des  ecoles, 
disinfection,  etc.,  semblaient  impuissantes 
contre  cette  maladie  si  rapidement  contagieuse  ; 
heureusement  com  me  je  l’ai  dit  plus  baut  la 
mortalite  a  ete  de  cinq  en  tout  soit  a  peu  pres  fo8o 

Comme  il  fallait  s’y  attendre,  lepidemie  qui 
n’epargna  ancune  des  paroisses  de  la  campagne 
sauf  Ste.-Marie,  sevit  plus  particulierement  sur 
la  population  agglomeree  de  la  paroisse  de 
St.-Helier.  Nous  comptons  472  notifications 
pour  la  ville  et  154  seulement  pour  le  reste  de 
Tile. 

Autre  particularity  moins  facile  a  expliquer, 
parmi  les  626  malades  atteints  de  Rougeole  il 
y  eut  340  gaipons  et  seulement  2b6  filles,  et 
pourtant,  comme  nous  l’avons  dit  a  propos  du 
recensement,  c’est  la  population  feminine  qui 
predomine  a  Jersey.

Le  cancer  qui  avait  augmente  jusqu’en  1909 
semble  diminuer  regulierement  depuis  troisans. 

L’influenza  a  cause  3  deces  en  ville  et  nn  a 
la  campagne. 


Une  epidemic  d’oreillons  apparut  an  com¬ 
mencement  de  1’annee  et  causa  la  fermeture  de 
quelques  ecoles,  mais  le  nombre  des  enfants 
atteints  a  ete  bien  moindre  qu’en  1910. 

L’ete  de  1911  a  ete  plus  sec  et  beaucoup 
plus  chaud  que  les  precedents  et  son  effet  sur 
la  sante  des  enfants  a  ete  desastreuse.  Les 
affections  intestinales  et  surtout  la  diarrhee 
infantile  out  reparu  avec  une  grande  intensity 
et  pour  les  chapitres  enterite,  gastro-enterite 
et  diarrhee  nous  avons  enregistre  la  mort  de 
99  enfants  en  bas  age.  Ce  chiffre  sans 
precedent  a,  comme  nous  le  verrons  plus  loin, 
considerablement  affecte  la  moyenne  annuelle 
de  la  rnortalite. 

Depuis  plusieurs  annees  nous  nous  etions 
flattes  d’avoir  pour  ainsi  dire  supprime  la 
diarrhee  infantile  ;  lors  de  sa  reapparition  si 
grave  en  1911  nous  avons  fait  des  analyses 
plus  frequentes  d’eau  de  consommation  et 
surtout  de  lait  ainsi  que  des  visites  domiciliaires ; 
mais  nous  avons  du  reconnaitre  que  ce  n’etaient 
ni  la  nourriture  ni  les  conditions  d ’habitation 
qui  etaient  a  blamer,  les  jeunes  enfants 
succombaient  a  la  continuite  de  la  chaleur 
excessive,  les  conditions  climateriques  seules 
out  cause  cette  rnortalite  inaccoutumee. 

II  y  a  eu  52  deces  en  ville  et  47  a  la  campagne 
ce  qui  prouve  que,  contrairement  a  ce  qu’on 
aurait  pu  penser,  la  maladie  a  ete  egalement 
repandue  sur  toute  l’ile.

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It  has  come  under  my  notice  on  several  occasions, 
when  visiting  houses  where  patients  are  4  isolated 
at  home,”  that  the  persons  m  charge  do  not  obseive 
the  precautions  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease. 

1  have  seen  women  come  straight  fiom  the  loom 
of  a  scarlet  fever  patient  to  answer  the  door  and  to 
stand  conversing  with  friends.  Attendants  in 
similar  cases  have  been  known  to  frecjuent  shops 
and  carry  water  from  public  pumps,  while  children 
from  infected  houses,  though  forbidden  to  attend 
school,  are  allowed  to  mix  with  otheis  as  usual. 

It  is  also  undeniable  that  in  certain  cases 
householders  have  made  deliberate  attempts  to 
conceal  from  their  neighbours  the  fact  than  an 
infectious  disease  was  under  treatment  in  their 

house. 

Even  if  sufficient  evidence  were  not  forthcoming 
to  secure  convictions,  a  few  prosecutions  would  tend 
to  check  the  continuance  of  these  practices. 


Smoke  Test. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to 
record  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  of  the  smoke  test  during  the  past  yeai  , 
namely,  32  tests  as  compared  with  18  in  1910. 

The  great  utility  of  this  branch  of  sanitary  work 
is  emphasised  by  the  fact  that  in  not  one  single 
instance  where  the  test  has  been  applied  during  the 
year  have  the  drains  and  fittings  been  found 
satisfactory.  On  the  contrary,  in  almost  every 
case  the  defects  disclosed  necessitated  complete 
overhauling  and  entire  or  partial  renewal  of  the 

system. 
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Eleven  fees  of  £1  were  received  from  owners  or 
tenants  with  a  view  to  having  drains  and  sanitary 
fittings  tested  and  examined.  In  nine  cases 
certificates  have  been  granted  guaranteeing  the 
satisfactory  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises 
concerned,  but  the  remaining  two  have  been 
withheld  owing  to  the  arrangements  not  having 
been  brought  up  to  the  requisite  standard. 

Up  to  date  I  have  tested  the  drainage  systems  of 
88  properties  and  have  only  found  9  of  these  to  be 
without  serious  defects. 

The  majority  of  these  tests  are  carried  out  on 
behalf  of  residents  newdy  arrived  in  the  Island,  a 
class  of  people  who  appear  to  invariably  insist  on  a 
sanitation  certificate  as  a  preliminary  to  the 
occupation  of  a  house.  This  example  might  well  be 
followed  by  the  older  residents. 

I  am  frequently  informed  that  the  examination 
about  to  be  made  is  merely  a  matter  of  form  to 
satisfy  the  incoming  tenants  and  that  the  drains  are 
in  perfect  order,  having  been  re-constructed  a  year 
or  two  ago  by  Mr.  — .  Unfortunately  a  searching 
test  almost  invariably  shows  this  confidence  to  be 
misplaced. 

It  is  regrettable  that  certain  persons  in  business 
here  as  master-builders  and  master-plumbers  are 
only  fit  to  be  employed  as  workmen  under  skilled 
supervision. 

Some  regulations  similar  to  the  English  Building 
By-laws  are  sorely  needed  in  the  Island. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  milkshops  on  the  Register  now 
stands  at  116,  being  a  decrease  of  2  since  this  time 
last  year. 


213  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  establishments 
with  a  view  to  enforcing  cleanliness,  &c. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  principal  dairies  leaves 
little  to  be  desired,  while  many  of  the  smaller  shops 
are  very  clean  and  the  milk  is  carefully  handled. 

In  certain  quarters,  however,  the  state  of  affairs 
is  by  no.  means  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  absence 
of  compulsory  registration. 

I  would  suggest .  that  your  Committee  should 
authorise  the  provision  of  printed  certificates,  to  be 
dispensed  to  those  retailers  who  carry  on  the 
distribution  of  milk  in  an  exceptionally  satisfactory 
manner. 

Inmy  opinion  such  a  step  would  have  the  result 
of  bringing  a  number  of  our  dairies  up  to  a  very  high, 
standard  of  excellence. 

If  satisfactory,  this  procedure  could  be  extended 
to  dairy  farms. 

Bakehouses. 

114  visits  have  been  paid  to  bakehouses,  of  which 
there  are  still  58  on  the  Register. 

The  general  conditions  are  now,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  satisfactory  and  periodical  limewashing, 
&c.,  is  all  that  remains  to  be  attended  to. . 

Food  Inspection. 

84  inspections  were  made  of  premises  where  food 
is  prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale. 

About  400  lbs.  of  pears  were  condemned  as  unfit 
for  consumption  and  destroyed. 

A  number  of  enquiries  were  made  regarding  the 
conditions  under  which  margarine  and  foreign 
butter  are  being  sold. 
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Now  that  the  Harbours  Committee  have  provided 
a  proper  wagon  for  the  conveyance  of  meat  from 
the  boats  to  the  Slaughter  house,  it  is  surely  time 
that  something  was  done  to  put  an  end  to  the 
careless  and  insanitary  manner  in  which  the  carcases 
are  eventually  taken  to  their  destinations. 

House-to-House  Inspection. 

During  the  past  year  972  houses  have  been 
visited,  either  in  response  to  complaints  or  in  the 
course  of  systematic  inspection  of  certain  quarters 
of  the  town. 

The  defects  discovered  are  dealt  with  under  the 
heading  of  nuisances. 

Unfortunately  a  large  section  of  the  poorer  classes 
in  the  town  are  wretchedly  housed  and,  in  the  cases 
where  want  of  cleanliness  is  added  to  dampness, 
dilapidation  and  inadequate  water  supply  and 
sanitary  accommodation,  a  most  deplorable  state  of 
affairs  is  brought  about. 

A  number  of  owners  of  “  slum  ”  dwellings  seem 
to  care  nothing  whatever  for  the  comfort  of  their 
tenants  or  the  state  of  their  property  as  long  as 
they  receive  their  rents  with  regularity. 

Complaints. 

170  complaints  have  been  received  from  various 
sources,  as  compared  with  last  year’s  total  of  173. 

The  great  majority  of  these  complaints,  which 
were  of  an  exceedingly  varied  character,  were 
discovered  to  be  well  founded. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a  number  of  persons  still 
prefer  to  exist  under  insanitary  conditions  rather 
than  lodge  a  complaint  and  risk  offending  their 
landlords  or  neighbours. 
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Nuisances. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  premises  where 
nuisances  had  previously  been  found  to  exist 
totalled  959  during  tlie  past  year. 

121  reports  have  been  transmitted  to  the 
Constables  of  the  various  Parishes  and  in  a  large 
number  of  instances  where  official  notices  were 
unnecessary  informal  reports  have  been  handed  to 
the  parties  concerned. 

Following  on  these  reports  a  considerable  amount 
of  sanitary  work  of  the  usual  varied  nature  has 
been  carried  out  under  my  supervision.

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As  a  rule,  little  trouble  is  experienced  in  causing 
the  suggested  improvements  to  be  put  in  hand,  but 
in  two  instances  during  the  past  year  the  Constable 
of  the  Parish  has  been  obliged  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  work  at  the  expense  of  the  proprietors 
concerned. 

As  regards  the  knackery  at  Les  Mouriers,  I  have 
pleasure  in  reporting  that  this  establishment,  under 
the  new  management,  appears  to  be  conducted  in 
an  exemplary  manner.  A  proper  covered  cart  has 
now  been  provided  for  the  removal  of  the  bodies  of 
animals. 

During  the  summer  complaints  were  lodged  that 
a  knacker’s  business  was  being  carried  on  in  the 
parish  of  Grouville. 

On  making  enquiries  I  discovered  that  dead 
horses  and  cattle  were  being  carted  from  various 
parts  of  the  Island  to  a  stable  near  Grouville 
Common  and  there  cut  up,  the  hides  being  sent 
into  town  and  the  flesh  sometimes  sold  as  dogs’ 
meat  or  more  frequently  buried. 

This  stable,  which  was  utterly  unfitted  for  the 
use  to  which  it  was  put,  was  situated  in  close 
proximity  to  a  number  of  houses,  the  water  supply 
was  scanty,  and,  furthermore,  pigs  were  killed  and 
prepared  for  market  in  the  same  apartment  as  was 
used  for  the  cutting  up  of  diseased  animals. 

On  these  facts  being  made  known  to  your 
Committee  orders  were  promptly  given  that  these 
practices  should  cease. 

The  individual  who  was  responsible  for  the 
nuisance  also  petitioned  to  be  allowed  to  establish 
a  knackery  at  a  spot  on  Grouville  Common,  about 
three  hundred  yards  from  the  main  road  and  a 
number  of  houses,  and  adjoining  the  brook  which 
runs  through  Gorey  Village,  which  would  thereby 
be  liable  to  become  filthily  polluted. 
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Permission  was  very  properly  refused  and  the 
petitioner  was  warned  not  to  carry  on  a  similar 
trade  in  any  place  whatever  without  the  sanction  of 
the  Committee. 

Regarding  the  matter  of  the  pollution  of  beaches, 
a  large  number  of  inspections  have  been  made,  a 
comprehensive  report  being  eventually  submitted 
to  your  Committee. 

The  Constables  of  the  various  Parishes  concerned 
were  communicated  with,  with  the  result  that 
serious  nuisances  were  abated  at  Pontac.  Steps 
are  also  being  taken  to  remedy  the  state  of  affairs 
at  various  points  of  the  beach  in  the  Parish  of  St. 
Brelade. 

Most  objectionable  nuisances  are  still  being 
caused  by  the  outfalls  of  the  sewers  at  St.  Au bin’s 
and  First  Tower,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  these 
matters  will  receive  attention  in  the  near  future. 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  during  the 
dry  weather  regarding  objectionable  smells  ema¬ 
nating  from  road  gullies  in  various  parts  of  the 
town. 

A  large  number  of  these  are  disconnected  from 
the  sewer  by  means  of  a  hinged  iron  flap  only, 
which  allows  of  the  escape  of  sewer  gas  and  at 
times  becomes  a  most  dangerous  and  objectionable 
nuisance. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Parochial 
Authorities  are  gradually  replacing  these  obsolete 
arrangements  by  proper  stoneware  syphon  traps. 

A  vast  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the 
condition  of  Clairvale  Road  following  on  the  taking 
over  of  this  thoroughfare  by  the  Parish  of  St. 
Helier  at  the  instigation  of  your  Committee. 
Adequate  gullies  have  been  provided  for  surface 
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drainage  and  arrangements  made  for  systematic 
cleansing. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  report  on  the  condition 
of  a  number  of  other  private  roads  or  lanes,  mostly 
with  reference  to  accumulations  of  refuse,  Ac. 

In  the  case  of  the  lane  behind  Royal  Crescent, 
the  private  sewer  under  same  was  found  to  be 
choked,  causing  a  serious  nuisance.  On  exposing 
the  drain,  it  was  found  to  be  built  of  brick  and 
very  defective. 

Arrangements  were  come  to  by  the  proprietors  to 
hand  the  lane  over  to  the  Parish,  after  which  the 
defective  sewer  was  relaid  with  pipes.  The  proper 
cleansing  of  this  and  the  adjacent  lanes  was  also 
undertaken  by  the  Authorities. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  37  samples  of  water  were 
collected  in  the  Country  Parishes  from  premises 
where  infectious  disease  occurred. 

In  addition  to  these,  samples  of  the  water  supplies 
of  14  properties  were  submitted  to  the  Official 
Analvst. 

These  included  samples  from  public  pumps,  wells 
supplying  dairy  farms,  aerated  water  factories,  Ac. 

Five  properties  which  were  found  to  be  without 
adequate  water  supply  of  any  kind  were  reported 
on  and  ultimately  provided  with  the  Waterworks 
service. 

It  is  very  regrettable  that  so  many  owners  of 
property  allow  their  tenants  to  fetch  their  drinking 
water  from  a  public  pump  or  from  a  neighbour’s 
well  instead  of  providing  an  adequate  supply  on 
the  premises.  In  many  cases  only  a  scanty  supply 
of  rain  water  is  available,  which  has  to  be  carefully 
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husbanded  during  the  summer  months.  Conse¬ 
quently  the  minimum  of  water  is  used  for  purposes 
of  cleansing,  flushing  w.c’s.,  &c. 

It  would  be  a  notable  advance  in  sanitation  and 
an  inestimable  boon  to  the  community  if  your 
Committee  would  sanction  the  enforcing  of  proper 
flushing  apparatus  for  every  water  closet  in  the 
town  of  St.  Helier,  without  exception. 

Lodging  Houses. 

17  visits  were  paid  to  lodging  houses  during 
the  year. 

One  property  where  Breton  labourers  were  lodged 
was  closed  as  uninhabitable. 

In  another  case  the  sleeping  and  living  rooms 
were  limewashed,  additional  sanitary  accomodation 
provided  and  flushing  apparatus  fitted  to  all  the 
conveniences. 

Dairy  Farms. 

2/  inspections  of  dairy  farms  took  place  during 
the  year. 

the  water  supplies  of  two  farms  were  condemned 
as  unfit  for  use,  whereupon  the  wells  were  cleaned 
out  and  cemented,  and  passed  as  satisfactory. 
On  the  water  being  again  analysed  after  an  interval 
of  some  months,  one  of  the  wells  was  again 
condemned  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  suspend 
the  sale  of  milk  from  the  farm.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  made  for  the  Waterworks’  supply  to 
be  introduced. 

there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
state  of  many  farms. 

Schools. 

9  schools  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 
The  drainage  system  of  an  elementary  school  was 
relaid  under  my  supervision. 


A  building  in  which  a  small  private  school 
assembled  was  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  use  on 
account  of  the  extreme  dampness  of  the  walls  and 
lack  of  ventilation,  while  in  another  case  fowls  were 
ordered  to  be  removed  from  the  vicinity  of  school 
buildings. 

Food  Samples. 

47  samples  of  food  have  been  procured  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Loi  touchant  la  Falsification 
des  Denrees.” 

The  following  table  will  show  the  number  and 
nature  of  the  samples  submitted  for  analysis  as

Although  fewer  official  samples  have  been 
procured  than  has  been  the  case  in  previous  years, 
over  70  informal  samples  of  milk  have  been  analysed, 
the  Analytical  Department  undertaking  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  extra  work  in  connection  with 
the  effect  of  an  abnormally  dry  summer  on  the 
quality  of  Jersey  milk. 

At  the  same  time  the  formal  samples  procured 
have  involved  a  certain  amount  of  trouble  and 
patience  in  endeavouring  to  fix  the  blame  of  milk 
adulteration  upon  the  party  responsible. 
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Plie  milk  samples  were  procured  from  farmers 
and  retailers  in  tlie  following  proportions  :  —

^It  will  be  noticed  that  36  per  cent  of  farmers’  and 
o7  per  cent  of  retailers’  samples  have  been  certified 
to  be  adulterated  during  the  past  year.  This 
compares  unfavourably  with  the  figures  for  the  four 
previous  years,  namely,  16  per  cent  of  farmers’  and 
dl  per  cent  of  retailers  milks  found  other  than 
genuine.

The  sample  No.  284  was  very  clearly  proved  to 
be  the  outcome  of  a  course  of  systematic  fraudulent 
dealing,  samples  from  the  same  source  previously 
submitted  to  the  Official  Analyst  by  a  consumer 
showing  similar  adulteration. 

When  a  sample  of  milk  procured  from  a  retail 
trader  is  found  to  be  other  than  genuine,  steps  are 
immediately  taken  to  secure  samples  from  the 
farmers  supplying  the  milkshops  in  question.  As  a 
result  of  these  measures  proceedings  against  several 
shopkeepers  have  been  stayed  on  account  of  the 
real  offender  having  been  brought  to  book. 

In  the  case  of  sample  No.  299,  a  farmer’s  milk 
(No.  301)  was  certified  to  be  suspiciously  poor  and 
the  retailer  was  allowed  the  benefit  of  the  doubt. 

Sample  No.  310  was  procured  from  a  milkshop 
but  the  responsibility  was  shifted  to  the  farmer  as 
the  result  of  No  320. 

Similarly  No.  314  was  followed  up  by  No.  319 
(taken  direct  from  the  farmer),  the  vendor  of  the 
latter  sample  being  presented  before  Court  and 
fined  £1,  this  being  a  second  offence. 

Samples  Nos.  316  and  321,  taken  from  retailer 
and  farmer  respectively,  were  so  exactly  alike  in 
composition  as  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  it  was  a 
case  of  an  abnormal  milk  produced  by  poor  feeding 
and  the  absence  of  pasture  owing  to  the  exceptionally 
dry  summer. 

Accordingly  arrangements  were  made  to  obtain 
results  direct  from  the  cow.  I  was  present  at  the 
milking  and  took  samples  of  the  milk  of  the 
presumed  best  and  worst  milkers  of  the  herd. 

On  analysis,  both  milks  turned  out  to  be  well 
above  the  standard  arrived  at  by  our  Official  Analyst 
and  the  English  Government  Experts. 
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The  large  number  of  samples  which  were  procured 
privately  and  analysed  by  the  Official  Analyst  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  dry  weather,  were  also  found 
to  be  well  over  the  mark. 

In  view  of  die  fact  that  exactly  one  third  of  the 
samples  of  milk  purchased  during  the  year  were 
found  to  be  other  than  genuine,  it  would  seem  that 
the  fines  imposed  on  offenders  during  the  last  few 
years  have  not  proved  a  sufficient  deterrent  to  this 
form  of  fraud. 

In  the  Burgh  of  Partick  (Glasgow),  during  the 
past  year  a  milk  dealer,  having  been  convicted  of  a 
third  offence,  was  fined  £50.  The  result  of  this 
exemplary  sentence  has  been  that  the  average  of 
adulterated  samples  has  fallen  from  as  high  as  46 
per  cent  to  3  per  cent. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  the  addition  of 
preservatives  to  milk  in  Jersey  appears  to  have 
ceased,  possibly  owing  to  the  comparatively  heavy 
penalties  inflicted  on  offenders. 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  composition 
of  genuine  milks,  both  farmers’  and  retailers’  com¬

The  convictions  in  the  cases  against  the  vendors 
of  pork  pie  and  sausages  containing  boric  acid 
preservative  marks  a  most  important  advance,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  with  this  precedent,  we  may 
be  successful  in  excluding  from  the  Island  many 
other  doctored  foods  besides  the  above-mentioned 
articles,  which  are  no  longer  imported.
